PLATTSVILLE: Need an addition to the existing fire hall to store the 
tank truck which is presently stored at the town shed that 
is not heated. 

PRINCETON: Need additional hose for pumping water. 

Need additional firemen coats and shields. 
Request that the fire numbers be up-dated. 

Mr. Kipp also presented the requested 1976 wages for the firemen: 
Fire Practise - $7.00 per night 
Fire Chief - $700.00 per year 

Deputy Fire Chief - $500.00 per year 
Fire Fighting - $12*00 per hour 
Bookkeeper - $50*00 per year 

It was requested that each department have 26 fire practises per year, 
and each volunteer must attend a minimum of 8 practises to be considered a 
volunteer fireman. Mr. Cleve Battler thanked Council for their attention.
